TYRE Macers of Our Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Skeriffs 
in that part, conjunaly and ſeverally,ſpecially conſticure, Greeting: 
Forſomuchas the Eſtates of Parliament, ot tÞis Our antient Kingcom, by their 
AR of the Date the Tenth day of September, one thouſand fix hundred and ninety 
years, made an humble Offerand Tender to Us, of the Sum of Fourteen ſhilling 
Scots for every Heatth within this Our Kingdom,to be payed at the term of Can* 
dlemaſs One thouſand fix hundred and ninety one, by the Inhabitants dwelling in 
theHouſes, where the ſaidsHearths are withoutExceprion orExemprtion of any,ex- 
cept the Hearths of Hoſpitalsand poor People, who are upon the charity. of the 
Paroch, and where any Houſes are not Inhabited, that the faid Hearch-mony 
ſhall be payed by the Hererors, Liferenters or proper Wodſetters, to whom 
the ſame for the time doth belong 5; And the Eftares of Parliament, by their other 
AR otthe ſame Date, having impowered the Lords of Our Privy Council, to give 
{uch Orders forColleing and In-gathering the ſaid Hearth-money,as they ſhould 
judge fir ; Confoim whereunto, We with Advice of Our Privy Council, have 
Emitted divers Proclamations, and ifſued ſundry Orders, for the better and more 
effe&ual ColleRing and In-bringing of the ſaid Hearth-money, which have nor 
xece:ved,, and been anſwered with ſuch ready and exa& Obedience,as they oughr 
to have been, to the great prejudice of the teveral Shires and Burghs of this 
Kingdom, who have advanced or payed any Sums of Money to Our Forces, and 
tothe great prejudice of Our Army, anent the payment of their by-gone Arrears, 
to which particular uſes | the ſaid Hearth-money ſhould be applyeds And We 
being Reſoived, that the faid Hearth-money ſhall be uplitred and colle&ed with 
all Diligence, and wholly applyed to the uſes above ſet down, in manner ſpecifi- 
ed in the ſaid 4 of Parliament : Therefore, We with Advice of the Lords oj Our

for drying of Grain, Ovens, Furnaces ior Brewing, Salr-pans, Soap and Glaſs- 
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V Vorks, within the aids ſeveral Shires and Towns thereof, as well theſe Irha- 

| biced,as theſe which are VVaſte,and who were the Poſleſſors oi the ſaids Rouſrs, 
and others foreſaids Inhabited, and who were the Owners ot ſuch as were V Vaſte 
at the ſaid Term of Candlemaſs, One thouſand fix Fundred and ninety one 3 
excepting always in manner above-mentioned, and upon Oath make up an ex: 
Liſt upon Ocular Inſpection, what Number of Heatrhs ate in the fſaids ſeveral _ 
Houſes, and others above expreſt, and togive in the Lifts thereof, Subſcribed 
under their Hands, or by a Nottar tor them, to the perſons Commiſſone:s re- 
ſpective above-named for the ſeveral Shires above. ſet-down, whereo! the faids 
Commiſſoners are ro Tranſmit exat Duplicars ro the Clerks of Our Councils 
and the ſaids Perſons ſo to be Imployed for Surveying the ſaids Hearths are to 
have payed in tothem theTwenty-penny oi theHearth-money of all the Hearths 
which they ſha!l diſcover, as Omitted out of the Liſts given in by the ſaids : ub«

conform thereto, And VVe with Aovice forefaid Require and Command the 
whole Maſters of Families to Meet at the reſpeQive Parech-Churches within 
' which they Dwell, upon ſuch Day, and art ſuch Dyer as ſhall be Intimar co them 
by the Commiſſioners reſpe@ive above named, and there give an account to the 
faids reſpective Commiſſioners ; or any of them, what Hearth-money they have 
Payed, and what Deficiency, to the reſpect:.ve Collectors within whoſe Bounds 
they Dwell, and that the ſaids Commiſſioners make an exact Inventar and Ac. 
compt thereof, and Tranſmir the {ame *ubſcribed with their Hands, with the 
Duplicats of the Liſts above-mentioned to the Clerks of Our Privy Council, be- 
twixt and the Second Therſaay of November next to come, as they w;ll be An- 
ſwerable. OUR WILL IS, and We Charge you, that incontinent theſe 
Preſents ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercar-croſs of Edinburgh, and whole other Mercat- 
croſſes of the Head- Burghs of this Our Kingdom, and there by open Proclama- 
tion, make Publication of the Premiſſes, that none may pretend Ignorance.
